er’s or operator's license will be suspended until, first, 
the judgment has been satisfied and, second, h 
pre 
vidcs evidence of financial responsibility to t?ke cire 
of possible future judgments. 
Financial responsibility must be provided, under 
penalty of license revocation, if the owner or operator 
is involved in two cr more accidents (within or with­ 
out the State) in one year (retroactive to January I, 
1S33) causing personal injury or property dimage 
totaling $200. 
Applicants for 1934 licenses will be required to 
furnish their accident records for the year 1933. 
A false accident record will result in revocation of 
license for two years, at the end of which time proof 
of financial responsibility must be furnished before 
license will be issued.
